Feod Controller Also Prohibits Serv- 
ing of Potatoes on Five Days 
Each Week. 

LONDON, April $.—Baron Devonport, 
British Food Controller, has ordered 
that, beginning April 15, in hotels, res- 
taurants, boarding houses and clubs 
there shall. be one meatless day weekly. 
In London the day-will be Tuesday. 
Elsewhere in the United Kingdom it will 

be Wednesday., 

The Controller has also ordered tha: 
no potatoes or food containing potatoes 
shall be allowed, except on meatless 
days, and on Friday. The order imposes 
restrictions on the quantities of meat, 
sugar and bread at meals served in ho- 
tels, restaurants, boarding houses ani!

Navy Department Exercises Au- 
thority to Order Supplies at 
Government Price. 


April 5.—Requests tor 


WASHINGTON, 
immediate appropriations of $3,400,000,000 
for the Army and Navy wére made to 
Congress today by the executive depart- 


ments. . 
Provision is made for increasing the 
enlisted strength of the Navy to 150,000 
men and to incréase the Marine Corps 
to 30,000. Of the great sum a little more 
than $2,930,000,000 is asked for fhe Army. 

The details of the estimates approved 

by President Wilson follows: 
“To be immediately available to the 
War Department $2,932,535,933. Secretary 
Baker stated that this amount was re- 
quired for the period of one year from 
the date the appropriation is made avail- 
able. and added that “it is considered 
imperative that the amount be appro- 
priated immediately for military ex- 
penditures necessary for the national de- 
fense.” 

To raise the authorized enlisted 
strength of the navy and marine corps 
to 150,000. men and 30,000 men respective- 
ly, $175,855,762 was asked to remain avail- 
able until June 30, 1918. 

For actual and necessary expendi- 
tures for the naval establishment, in 
addition to any and all other appropria- 
tions to be expended at the direction and 
in the discretion of the President, $292,- 
538,790 was asked, with the provision that 
limitations imposed by existing law 
should not apply to the expenditure of 
the fund. 

For the coast guard $600,000 is asked to 
enable it to bring its present telephone 
system of. coastal communication to a 
high state of efficiency. Immediately 
the estimates were referred to the Ap- 
propriations Committee. 

Plans for raising. an army. —— 
cussed at the Capitol today by Secretary 
Raker and Chairman Chamberiain of the 
Senate Military Committee. It was 
agreed to expedite the regular army ap- 
propriation bill and the new adminis- 
tration army bill immediately after the 
House passes the war resolution. The 
new army bill will be introduced in both 
Houses, probably tomorrow. 


Prineipal Provisions of Pia 
The principal provisions for raising 


the new army follows: 

Immediate recruiting of the regular 
army and national guard to their fuil 
war strength, about 750,000 men, and 
calling of all national guard units into 
I’ederal service. 

Compulsory enlistment to recruit both 
the reguigr army and national guard to 
their full war strength, if voluntary en- 
listments are not sufficient, 

Increase of the present authorized war 
strength of the regular army and nation- 
ai guard by about 25 per cent, to pro- 
vide an armed force at once of about 
1,000,000 men, by compulsory service if 
voluntary recruiting fails. 

Increase by compulsory recruiting in 
increments, to about 2,000,000 men, with- 
in two years. 

All new enlistments, it is planned, 
shall be for the term of war with Ger- 
many. 

No Exorbitant Profits. 

The Government demonstrated today 
that it will deal sharply with manufac- 
turers who try to make.. exorbitant 
profits from war supply contracts. The 


‘Navy Department has exercised for the 


first time the authority given by the last 
naval appropriation bill to order naval 
supplies ‘at a price fixed by the Govern- 
ment and Jower than that submitted by 
the manufacturers. The Government 
had legal power to seize and operate the 
plant if the manufacturer declines to 
accept the contract at the lower figure. 
The identity of the concern has not 
been- made public. 

The Navy Department up to today has 
ordered 200, patrol boats to be used as 
eubmarine chasers, and additional con- 
tracts are being signed daily. Most of 
the boats are ordered at fixed prices 
rather than on the basis of 10 per cent 
profit because of the vast amount of 
bookkeeping involved in the latter ar- 
rangement. 

Pian for Building Army. 

The War Department's plan for build- 
ing an army now is understood to pro- 
vide for enrolling only men in their 
twenties, free from home Tesponsibili- 
ties, for calling out the older men with- 
in the prescribed age limits first and 
building subsequently each young in- 
crement of 500,000. Regular army physi- 
cal standards will be maintained, inten- 
sive training in trench warfare will be 
given and the resulting army will be 
sufficiently trained and equipped to 
equal any similar force in the world. 

The brass making industry has agreed 
voluntarily to supply the Government’s 
needs at cost and a similar arrangement 
is being sought of steel and fuel oll 
producers. 

Registration for the Army. 

Registration for the army of all 
single men between the fixed ages 
will be a big task. Co- -operation of 
state and municipal authorities may 
be sought under the plan/for state 
co-operation in the national war 
measure program being framed by 
the Council! of National Defense. 
Several million men must be enrolled 
and examined physically poferé: the

EXPLOSION WRECKS 
RESTAURANT, KILS 
SEVERAL INCHIGAGO 


Walls Crumble and Bury Crowd 
of Italian Laborers at 
Noonday Meal. 


CHICAGO, April 5.—Six or seven per- 
sons were killed, 30 or more injured, ac- 
cord:ng to police estjmates, in an ex- 
plosion which wrecked a brick building 
on North Halstead street, near Lake 
street, while a restaurant on the first 
floor was crowded with Italians eating 
their noonde pul today. 

Fifty injured have been received at 
the gounty hospital and the condition 
of many of therm is reported to be grave. 

The structure, whi@h Was at 177-179 
North Halstead, was occup‘ed by Aleck 
Chimpokas with a restaurant for la- 
boring men. The explosion is said to 
have been due to gas. The walls of 
the structure at first bulged out, and 
then crumpled inward, burying those 
inside. | 

Windows in buildings for a block 
around were shattered, and many per- 
sons in them received minor, injuries. 
Chief of Police Schuettler directed res- 
cue work. Firemen with picks and 
axes dug the injured from the ruins. 
Many had broken arms and legs.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Official an- 
nouncement was made togay that for- 
eigrners in the United states who con- 
cuct .themselves properly ‘vill suffer no 
loss of property or liberty as a result of 
a declaration of a state of war. 

After receiving a formal opinion from 
Secretary Lansing, Secretary Tumulty 
today sent’ the following telegram to 
Mayor Seger of Passaic, EP By 

“There is no danger of any foreigner 
who conducts himself properly suffering 
any loss of property or liberty by reason 
of a state of war if such should be de- 
clared by Congress.”’ 

Mayor Seger wrote to the White House 
after a meeting of *Zayors of New Jer- 
sey cities, at which the question was 
considered. He reported that some for- 
eigners in Passaic were tuking their 
money out of banks and in other ways 
indicating their apprehension. 


BARS SALOONS FROM BLOCKS

AMERICANS -OUT. OF GERMANY 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—Practically 
ali American residents and officials de- 
siring to leave now. are out of Germany, 
according to a report from Minister 
Stovall at Berne, Switzerland. He said 
Minister Whitlock and 75 other Ameri- 
cans, including the staff of the lega- 
tion at Brussels, the consuls in Belgium 
and the American relief workers there 
arrived at Berne Tuesday night; and 
that only a few relief workers submit- 
ting to the stipulated news quarantine 
and German-Americans who have stayed 
by choice are left under Sirmen auther- 
ity. 

This does not take ‘into account, how- 
ever, the American sailors taken to a 
German port by the raider Moewe and 
held as prisoners of war.

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AMERICAN SHIP. 
UNARMED, SUNK 
INMEDITERRANEAN 


Missourian, 5000-Ton Steamer, 
Which Sailed From Genoa 
Yesterday, Received No 
Warning. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—Sinking with- 


out warning of the unarmed American- 


steamer Missourian, which left Genoa 
April 4, with 32 Americans among her 
crew of 53, was.reported to the State 
Department today by ' Consul-General 


'Witbur at Genoa. The crew was saved, 


Consul Wilbur's dispatch, undated, 


follows: 

“Unarmed American steamer Missou- 
rian, 4981 net tonnage, Master William 
Lyons, built Sparrows Point, Md., own- 
ers American-Hawalian Steamship Co., 
53 crew, including master and officers, 
3. Americans, balance various national- 
ities, sailing from Genoa April 4, bound 
for United States, according to tele- 
gram just received from master, sunk 
without warning. The telegram‘'was as 
follows: ‘Porto Rico, Mauride, 5th—Sunk 
without warning, crew saved. Leave 
for Genoa 7 p. m. Signed Lyons.’ ”’ 


Missourian Sailed From New York 
March 6 With General Cargo. 
NEW YORK, April b.—The. American 
steamship Missourian, Owned by the 
American-Hawaliian steamship line, left 
here March 6 for Italian ports.. The ship 
was unarmed and carried on her out- 
ward voyage a-general-cargo. She was 
commanded by Capt. William Lyons-.and 
carried a crew of 53 men, of whom 387 
were American citizens, according :to the 

shipping record here. 

The Missouriati was a ship of 7914. tons 
gross, 077 tons net register. She was 
built in 1904 at Eparrows Point, Md., and 
was first named the Missouri. For many 
years she was engaged in New York- 
Panama trade, being designed chiefly 
for_ Panama Canal service, and was 
transferred to the Atlantic trade short- 
ly after the beginning of the European 
war. She was fér a time in the service 
of the United States Government, hav- 
ing been takei .over as a, transport 
shortly after Cen. Funston was sent :to 
Vera Cruz in 1014. 


Captain Reports on Sinking of Aztec 
to Us 8S. Embassy in Paris, 
PARIS, April 5.—Capt. Walter O’Brien, 
commander of the American steamer 
Aztec, which was sunk: by: a submarine 
off Brest, Sunday night, and Lieut. 
Gresham, who commandtd the American 
naval squad on board the Aztec, arriveri 
in Paris yesterday ‘from Brest. Capt. 
O’Brien and Lieut. Gresham went wut 
once to the American Embassy, where 
they mad¢ reports on the sinking of the 
Aztec, which were cabled to the State 
and Navy Departments at Washingtor.

Army officers indicated today they are 
prepared to oppose any premature 
effort to send an army abroad to 
fight. To be of any aid in the 
world struggle. they say, only a 
very considerable force of fully 
trained and hnighly equipped and or- 
ganized troops, with adequuxte in- 
dependent supply lines, should go to 
Europe. To do otherwise,-one officer 
declared, might make American 
troops a menace rather than an aid 
to the entente armies. It would 
further tax the already heavily 
strained French and British supply 
systems. 

Plans to Raise Money Considered. 

Formulation of tax measures for the 
war has not reached a definite stage, 
ut there are indications that the treas- 
will endeavor to raise by one bond 
issue as much of the $3,400,000,000 asked 
today for the army and navy as cannot 
be obtained by new and increased tax- 
ation. 

Unofficial estimates to Federal Re- 
serve Board officials indicate there 
would be no great difficulty in raising 
$2,000,000,000 at once by a bond issue at 
8% per cent. Gevernors of the banks 
now in session here discussed the con- 
templatéd issue today and the interest 
rate. A rate of 3% per cent rather than 
8 per cent was favored. The general 
opinion was that the first issue should 
bear the same rate of interest as con- 
| templated for subsequent issues. 

Through present internal revenue 
taxes the Government will obtain ap- 
proximately $750,000,000 this year. Sug- 
gested increases in the inheritance tax 
rate alone, it is estimated, would in- 
crease the return from that source to 
$500,000,000. One plan being considered 
is to raise the rate of taxation on large 
estates up to 30 per cent. 

Income Tax as Source. 

The income tax, under existing rates, 
will yield approximately $325,000,000 this 
year. Lowering of the exemption to 
$2000 and increasing the rate on large 
incomes—one of the proposals under con- 
sideration—would swell the sum to vast 
figures. Lack of data, one official said, 
makes any estimate now more or less 
guesswork, but it is thought that a low- 
ering of the exemption to $2000 would 
increase the Government’s revenue 
through this channel at least $100,000,000 
annually at the present rate. 

Increased taxes on distilled liquors, 
beer and tobacco also are under consid- 
eration.

AMSTERDAM, April 5.—A Berlin dis- 
patch to the Koelnische Zeitung says 
that the rumors of a new peace offer by 
the central Powers which have arisen 


following the meeting of Emperor Wil- 
liam and Emperor Charles and Count 
Czernin’s statement, are incorrect. The 
dispatch says, however, that the princi- 
ple, repeatedly officially stated, of the 
readiness of the central Powers to enter 
negotiations for ‘‘an honorable peace,’ 


‘‘Regarding the preliminaries for these 
negotiations,’’ says the paper, ‘“‘nobody 
need be in doubt that they cannot be 
altered by events in America. We are 
in possession and await calmly devel- 
opments in the enemy camp. We shall 
not allow this calm, which is founded 
upon success on land and sea, to be 
snatched from us.’”’ 

D. Rizow, Bulgarian Minister to Ger- 
many, in an interview with the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, says that the world’s 
center of gravity has shifted from the 
West to the East, and that it is not 
America which will decide the issue of 
the war, but Russia. ‘‘As soon as this 
gigantic empire began to wobble,’’ said 
Rizow, ‘‘the whole entente structure be- 
gan to crack. The process of political 
decomposition in Russia could not be 
stopped. The only Government which 
can enduré in Russia is one which will 
bring the’people a long-desired peace.”’

Junction Made 100 Miles Northeast of Bagdad 
—English Take Two Towns North- 
east of Peronne 


LONDON,, April 5.—British and Rus- 
sian patrols have got into touch with 
each other in Mesopotamia, the Asso- 
ciated Press was -informed today by 
Major-General F. B. Maurice, chief di- 
rector of military operations at the War 
Office.

Converging columns of British and 
Russian troops have been fighting their 
way northward and westward, respec- 
tively, for more than a:month. Striking 
north from Kut-El-Amara, the Britisn 
captured Bagdad and moved up thie 
Tigris and its tributary, the Diala. The 
Russians started from Persia and their 
principal column marched westward{ 
from Hamadan, capturing Kermanshah 
and Kerind, and moved rapidly toward 
the Mesopotamian border at Khanikin. 

Presumably the Diala River force of 
the British and the Hamadan army of 
the Russians are the two groups that 
have effected the junction across the 
Mesopotamian border some 100 miles 
northeast of Bagdad. 

The two forces should find it possible 
to carry on an effective combined cam- 
paign against the Turks, whose line of 
retreat is up the Tigris towards Mosul. 
Another Russian force is striking to- 
wards their communications from the 
border at Baneh, 100 miles north,

PETROGRAD, April 5.—Russian cav- 
alry has occupied the Mesopotamian 
frontier towns of Khanikin and Kasri- 
chrinm, says an official statement is- 
sued today by the war department. 


British Take Two Villages to North- 
east of Peronne. 

LONDON, April 5.—The capture of the 
villages of Ronssery and Basse-Boulogne 
in the sector northeast of Peronne is 
announced by the War Office. 

The announcement follows: 

‘‘We captured the villages of Ronssoy 
and Basse-Boulogne after sharp fight- 
ing, in which we took 22 prisoners and 
three machine guns. The retreating en- 
emy Was caught in his own wire entan- 
glements and suffered heavily under our 
machine gun fire. 

“East and northeast of Metz-En-Cou- 
ture our troops continued to make prog- 
ress in the face of considerable resist- 
ance and reached the western and_south- 
western edges of Gouseacourt wood and 
Havrincourt wood. We captured here 
69 more prisoners, two trench mortars 
and five machine guns.”’

Senator La Follette read a sheaf of 
telegrams reporting “straw vote,”’ post- 
ecard and ciher polls in various com- 
munities opposing war. He declared out 
| Of 15,000 or 20,000 letters and telegrams 
he had received regarding his vote on 
“ithe armed ship bill, from 8 to 90 per cent 
approved his stand. The Senators who 
opposed the armed neutrality bill had 
been attacked and ‘scrurrilously li- 
beled’ in the newspapers, he declared, 
contrary to the spirit of fairness which 
once pervaded the nation. 

Position of Other Neutrals. 

“If this is war upon all mankind, is it 
now peculiar that the United States is 
the only nation of all neutrals which re- 
gards it necessary to declare war upon 
Germany? All have refused to join in 
a combination against Germany. Some 
may have a clearer view than we. This 
suspicion of a desire for war profits does 
not attach to them.”’ 


Senator La Follette said the United 
States has not the confidence of the 
other American republics because of its 
war policies. He predicted that entrance 
of the United States would not shorten 
the conflict, “but will vastly extend it 
by drawing other nations in.” It is idle, 
he declared, to talk of a war on the Ger- 
man Government and not on the German 
people. 

“We are leagued,"’ he continued, “or 
are about to be, according to the Presi- 
dent's speech, with the hereditary ene- 
mies of the German people. Words are 
not strong enough to protest against a 
combination with the entente allies 
which would have us indorse the viola- 
tions of international law by Great Brit- 
ain and her purpose to wreak vengeance 
on the German people. We do not know 
what is in the minds of those who made 
the compacts in which we are to share. 

“Submit this question to the people 
and by a vote of 10 to 1 they would 
register their declaration against war.

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the entente allies cannot be raised by 
voluntary enlistment,’’, he said. 

Praising the character and services of 
German-Americans in «his country, Sen- 
ator La Follette said they now are be- 
ing ‘‘dogged’’ by -.sécret service men. 
He denied that any one Government is 
responsible for the war, saying it was 
caused by European secret -diplomacy, 
and citing the Anglo-French Morrocoan 
secret treaty as “the most reprehensive. 
dishonest and perjured of records.”’ 

“England first began the ruthless na- 
val warfare,’’ he charged, ‘“‘by repudi- 
ating the Declaration of London.” 

Senator Knox of Pennsylvania inter- 
rupted to suggest that England did not 
ratify the declaration. Senator La Fol- 
Jette replici that British representa- 
tive signed it and Senator Stone said 
England had not actually rejected it. 

“Tt has pleased those who have been 
conducting this campaign through tre 
press (for war) to make a jumble of 
issues,’’ Senator La Follette continued, 
‘until now it is impossible to get an 
intelligent answer regarding the real is- 
sues. They say Americans are being 
killed By German submarines. We 
haven’t a leg to stand on in support of 
this war declaration."’ 

That the United States did not pro- 
test more vigorously against the Brit- 
ish mine field blockade was the admin- 
istration’s great mistake, the Senator 
said, and the real and primary cause of 
an American war declaration. 

‘‘We have wallowed in the mire at the 
feet of Great Britain and submitted in 
silence to her dictation,’’ he continued, 
“Because we acquiesced, we have a legal 
und moral responsibility to Germany. 
Thus we have been actively aiding her 
enemy in starving German women, chil- 
dren and old men. Germany waited 
three long months for this Government 
to protest. In principle, therefore, Ger- 
many had the right to blindly destroy 
ships, by submarines and mines, in her 
own blockade zone. Germany is only 
doing what England is doing. 

“Germany has been patient with us, 
standing strictly on her rights to be 
accorded the same treatment as England 
by us.’’ 

Williams Replies. 

When Senator La Follette concluded 
he Had been speaking more than three 
hours. Senator Williams’ of pilgmanippt 
arose immediately to reply. 

“The speech of the. Wisconsin Senator 
would better have become Herr~ von 
Bethmann-Holiweg than an American 
Senator,’’ said Senator Williams. “In 
fact, he has gone further than Herr von 
Bethmann-Hollweg would ever have 
gone. Bethmann-Hollweg said the use 
ot the submarine could be justified only 
on the ground of necessity. The Sena- 
tor from Wisconsin puts it on the same 
footing as Great Britain's interference 
with our commerce. 

“I fully expected the Senator from 
Wisconsin, before he took his seat, to 
defend the invasion of Belgium, the 
most barbarous act ever committed. I 
heard from him a speech that was pro- 
German, pro-G@th, pro-vandal and which 
was anti-President, anti-Congress and 
anti-American. 

“While pronouncing’ a eulogy on. the 
German people, it might have eulogized 
a very much greater, better and more 
intelligent people—the American. His 
speech was exactly what might have 
beén delivered in the German Reichstag 
by Bethmann-Hollweg, if Bethmann- 
Hollweg had ha@ the audacity. But 
Bethmann-Holiweg had too much sense, 
too much knowledge, to make that 
Speech.”’ 24 

La Follette Leaves Chamber. 

~ At this point Senator La Follette 
left the chamber, but remained in the 
cloak room a while, within hearing 
distance. - Continuing, Senator Wil- 
liams said he heard in imagination 
the groans of men, women and chil- 
dren, sent to watery graves by Ger- 
man submarines. 

“But the Senator from Wisconsin 
hears none of them,” said the Migsis- 
sippi Senator. “IT have loved the 
Wisconsin Senator, In a way, until 
recently, but I have no patience with 
any man who stands up in the Sen- 
ate at this time applauding the com-

I join the President 
in expressing no hostility against the 
German people themselves. I lived 
among them two years. 

“The Senator from Wisconsin labored 
to establish an identity of purpose and 
action in the violations of our neutral 
rights by Great Britain. He proved he 
did not know the differences between a 
prize court and a torpedo... Great Brit- 
ain has drowned none of our citizens. 

“I am a little tired of utterances like 
that of the Senator from Wisconsin, de- 
nouncing the entente allies. He endeav- 
ors to twist the British lion’s tail. Dem- 
agogues have been doing that ever since 
the Revolution, but it is a matter of his- 
tory that most of the people of England 
were against the war on the colonies. 

“Which would you rather do, fight 
Germany now with France and Great 
Britain and Russia, or fight her alone 
later?

I tell you if Germany does win that 
fight on the continent of Europe, she 
will begin building and getting ready to 
whip us unless the English fleet prevents

“I’m Tired of Lies.” 

Referring to the Wisconsin Senator's 
statement that’ the United States has 
ncthing to lose, no matter which side 
wins the war, Senator Williams said: 

‘‘Let’s see. Have we no honor, no re- 
gard for the future sovereignty of our 
country, no regard for our flag? Is 
sentiment rot; is patriotism rot: is there 
nothing precious except money? I’m 
getting tired of this talk «hat this is a 
Wall street war. That’s a lie. Wall 
street did not sink the Lusitania, the 
Arabic, the Sussex and these other 
Ships. I’m tired of lies like that and I 
think it is the duty of the American 
Congress and people to brand them as 
lies.”’ 

Senator Williams said the resolution 
did not propose that the United States 
enter the European war, but that it go 
into an American war to protect Amer- 
ican rights and for the sake of honor, 
justice, safety, liberty and equality. 
Once at war, he declared, the United 
States should stay until it becomes as- 
sured the House of Hohenzollern and 
Hapsburg would no longer reign in Ger- 
many and Austria, and that the Turk 
would be forced back into Asia. 

La Follette’s Colleague. | 

Senator Husting, Senator La Follette’s 
Wisconsin colleague, said that while 
every Senator should have a mind of 
his own and speak on his own convic- 
tions, in times of this kind the conduct 
‘of international affairs must be in the 
hands of one man. He said he believed 
that if the question ‘‘of peace or war 
only’’ were submitted to the people, it 
would be voted down. 


**‘That,’’ he added, is not the question 
eel 
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here. The question is, shall the people 
of the United States support the Presi- 
dent and Congress of the United States 
in whatever course they deem wisest 
and safest. I want to say that, if that 
question were submitted to the people, 
they would sustain the President and 
Congress overwhelmingly. 


“T would not go on record as saying 
the people of my State would be dis- 
loyal, and they would be disloyal if they 
refused to back up the President in 
the course he has decided to take. 

“I wish I could vote against war. It 
would ease my mind and conscience to 
vote against any war, but the question 
is not whether we want war, it is 
whether or not we are in war.” 


Referring to “hyphenate’’ activities, 
Senator Husting said: “Societies and 
leagues have beer formed to exalt 
everything that is German and denounce 
everything American. We find news- 
papers denouncing the President. There 
is nothing too infamous for them to 
say. Everything Germany has done, no 
matter how infamous, has been ex- 
alted.”’ 

Senator Hardwick of Georgia said the 
war resolution must pass, “not because 
the Americsn people or Congress desire 
war, but because it is an imperative 
necessity. 

‘“‘We go to war not on fine spun theo- 
ries,’’ he said, ‘‘but for one cause—that 
peaceable American citizens engaged in 
legitimate business have been murdered 
in cold blood by agencies of an estab- 
lished Government. 

“I deeply mistake the temper of Amer- 
ican manhooe and the metai of Ameri- 
can citizenship if the prayers for peace 
are for peace at any price. The people 
want peace, but not at expense of na- 
tional honor or national sag +4! 


Support by Cummin 
Senator Cummins of Iowa, one of the 


12 who opposed the armed neutrality 
bill, said he believed there was another 
way to meet the situation, but he de- 
sired to have a ttnited nation, and there- 
fore would vote for the war resolution. 
The Iowa Senator said he had opposed 
the armed neutrality measure because 
it give the President war-making power 
and ‘‘would still oppose with equal 
earnestness at this time an effort of 
that kind.’’

Coroner’s Jury Finds She Was 
Accessory Before Fact in 
Killing of Gangster. 


A coroner's jury today ordered that 
Peter Niesen, of 1419 Chouteau ave- 
nue be held on a charge of shooting 
and killing John (“Bo”) O’Brien, a 
gangster, in front of 1227 Chouteau 
avenue at 1:20 a. m. yesterday, and 
that Niesen’s sister, Mrs. Harry Exr 
nicious, of the same address be held 
as accessory before the fact. Mrs. 
Exnicious lived with John O’Brien. 

The verdict was based on the tes- 
timony of Joseph O’Brien, the slain 
man’s brother. This agreed with a 
written’ statement he had previously

© Josents FSrice’s first story, after he 


was arrested near the scene of the 
shooting, was that his brother was shot 


by one of three men who stepped from 


a hallway. , These men, he said, were 
friends of the two men whom Julhn 
O’Brien shot three weeks ago. 

The men shot by John O’Brien were 
identified by the police and were ar- 
rested in a room at Eleventh street and 
Park avenue last night. They are Eu- 
gene Cain, 24, of 612 Chouteau avenue 
and Joseph Clifford, 22, 1208 South Sev- 
enth street. Cain has a bullet wound 
in his hip and Clifford has four wounds 
in the abdomen. The wounds had not 
been properly cared for and Clifford's 
condition is serious. He was taken to 
the city hospital. 

‘Joseph O’Brien said his brother and 
Clifford quarreled over Mrs. Exnicious. 
Cain and Clifford said they were walk- 
ing on Grattan street, near Chouteat 
avenue, about three weeks ago, when a 
man stepped from an alley and ex- 
claimed, ‘‘Now I’ve got you.” He fired 
five shots. They denied they knew the 
man. was John O’Brien. 

In his first statement to the police 
Joseph O’Brien gave the impression that 
the jealous quarrel with Clifford led to 
the shooting three weeks ago and to 
his brother’s murder. 

Later he said his brother and‘ Mrs. 
Exnicious were quarreling in their home 
at 1419 Chouteau avenue, Tuesday night, 
and Niesen interfered. After be and his 
brother left the house, he said, John 
went back and returned with a recolver, 
remarking: ‘‘Well, I shot her/’’ A few 
minutes later, he said, Niesen overtook 
them and killed John O’Brien. 

Niesen denies he quarreled with 
O’Brien. Mrs. Exnicious told policemen 
that O’Brien did not return to the house 
for his revolver, but took it with him 
when he departed. She said her brothe, 
had no part in the ..illing. 

Mrs. Exnicious, at the inquest, testi- 
fied that after leaving the house John 
O’Brien returned and fired two shots at 
hey, She denied he had quarreled with 
her brother. Niesen, on the advice of an 
attorney, made no statement at the -in- 


quest.

He in- 
dicted Germany for having ‘“‘murdered 
our citizens, sunk our ships, dynamited 
eur factories, spread spies throughout 
our land and sent her warships within 
three miles of our borders to prey upon 
our commerce, while Zimmermann 
sought an alliance of Japan and Mex- 
ico.”’ ; 

“And yet,’’ he said, “‘we’re told we 
should halt and hesitate. We-are not 
warring upon Germany, but in defense 
of America.” 

Announcing that he would vote for 
the resolution, Senator Borah of Idaho 
said tt would not commit this country to 
a war of aggression ‘“‘but to a war for 
the defense of American rights and the 
American people. 

“That our people might be spared 
participation in this war,’ said Senator 
Borah, “we drew back in every way 
from the contest.

Now, in the 
midst of the peril and turmoil, our un- 
preparedness is the greatest guarantee 
we could give that we wanted to be at

Wanted War, Germania oars. 
Germania says: “President ilson 


wanted war and nobody can get past 
that. His story will never go beyond 
that point and history will judge the 
more severely because it can be said to- 
day that war over such questions would 
have been impossible at another time, 
especially between the United States 
and Germany. Were we at war with 
only one or the other of our enemies, 
President Wilson would not have con- 
ceiv the idea of pulling his country 
into such a bloody adventure. But the 
obvious side of a war which is based on 
such a weak foundation is the fact that 
it comes from a man who has so far 
set himself up as a sort of moral judge. 
who felt called upon to bring the world 
to eternal peace. Even today no coun- 
try is worse fitted for such a role than 
the United States. As little as Italy and 
Rumania could turn the scales against 
us, 80 little will the United States be able 
to change the tide of war.’’ 

The Vossische Zeitung, which follows 
the lead taken by the Lokal Anzeiger. 
says: ‘“‘Those who have sorfar doubted 
the bad faith of President Wilson will 
know better when they read the mali- 
cious distortion of truth which forms 
the chief contents of his message. His 
attempt to set up a difference between 
the German Government and the Gei- 
man peopie is as perfidious and absurd 
as his claim that the German Kaiser 
started the war for dynastic reasons, 
and that the war party sponsored it for 
conquest. This is contrary to Preai- 
dent Wilson’s own knowledge and mere- 
ly for the purpose of agitation, ob- 
viously in I:ne with his British princi- 
ples.”’

against us, who can, however, develop 
his great powers only slowly. We 
must realize that at the coming peace 
conference, which we hope will be called 
soon, America will sit on the bench of 
our opponents. That is the situation 
which is calculated to unchain new pop- 
ular passions, but which should be met 
with serenity and caim consideration, 
The nation in soldiers’ uniform and in 
civilian clothes will do its duty.’’ 

“President Wilson’s speech,”’ says the 
Vorwaerts, ‘“‘will give rise to many ex- 
planations. Especially remarkable seems 
to be his views that the revolution may 
help peace. The President seems also 
to be of the opinion that a German- 
American war can come to an end be- 
fore it is really developed.’’ 

The newspaper adds that Germany 
will fulfill her heavy ask and emerge 
victoriougly from the war and that her 
people will then undertake the life of 
) a free peoples. 

Count Reventlow’s Comment, 

Count Reventiow, in the Tages Zei- 
tung, emphasizes that President Wil- 
son passes over in silence the fact that 
Germany’s submarine promise was not 
unconditional, but conditional on the 
United States making England !-eep in- 
ternational law and continues: 

“These are, after all, formalities of 
minor importance. The most interest- 
ing thing will be the nature of the war 
waged on Germany. lit will be recalled 
that at the time of America’s first 
threat of war there was much talking 
of raising an army of a million men. 
Furthermore, the American fleet was to 
be united with the Birtish fleet and 
more ammunition than ever before was 
tc be furnished. 

“Much less is being said about all thi< 
today. To be sure, there is talk of war 
prerarations, and the English press re- 
port ‘feverish activities,’ and occasion- 
ally one hears that the terrible Roose- 
velt is still prepared to gh to Europe 
at the head of a considerable armed 
force. 

“Well, we can calmly let these things 
take their course. To be sure, the par- 
ticipation uf the American fleet is pos- 
sible, and variously conceivable, but we 
can imagine no form of its activity lNke- 
ly to weaker our submarine war. 

“So far as the threat of sending over 
more ammunitior is concerned, our opin- 
ion is that American ammunition plants 
will now be less serviceable to the allies 
than formerly. 

“Many German papers rate America’ 
financial help particularly high. We do 
not agree. Lloyd George’s bon mot about 
the silver bullet is, in this war, only 
partially true, for all the dollars in the 
United States avail our enemies noth- 
ing if they cannot receive sufficient raw 
material and food. 

“All in all, we-can face the addition 
of this newest enemy with indifference, 
the more so since America can do us 
no more harm than during its so-calied 
neutrality; perhaps it will do even less. 
With satisfaction we hail the fact that 
the mask has at last been dropped. One 


policy of the:German empire will be rid 
of various hindrances.” 


War Step Called Matter of Business 
to Protect Munitions’ Makers. 

AMSTERDAM, April 5.—The Koeln- 
ische Volkszeitung declares that Presi- 
dent Wilson has dropped the mask, but 
expresses tle expectation that a ma- 
jority of the Americans will support 
him in his last extreme step. 

“President Wilson wants to take nv 
risks,’’ says this newspaper, ‘“‘for him 
and his backers war is business, just as 
it is for the English. There is no herv- 
ism in his action. His great ‘moral’ 
conceptions are only so much froth. 
America has put so much money in anti- 
German enterprises that the Morgan mu- 
nitions factories would become mortally 
injured if Great Britain became inso!- 
vent. 

“For that reason, and fcr that reason 
only, must ¢pen war now begin against 
us. The firal conclusion, however, is 
that ovr U-pdoats are now speaking, and 
that their work will, in the course of 
the history of the world, have even more 
importance than the decisions/of the 
American Cungress.”’ j 

The Colozre Gazette says: ‘‘President 
Wilson, in his address to Congress, had 
the audacity to draw a distinction 
between th: German Government and 
the German people. The German people 
reject this artifice. All 
classes of Gerrans stand behind the 
Government, which, after long hesita- 


war, and the German people will feel 
relieved that they can now treat an ene- 
my as an enemy.”’ 


Declares Americans Have No Idea 
Beyond Striving for Gold. 
LONDON, April 4.—Reuter’s Amster- 
dam correspondent quotes the Rhenische 

Westfalische Zeitung as saying: 

“Beyond striving for gold the Ameri- 
cans have no ideal. They think every- 
thing can be achieved by gold. Their 
megalomania makes a grotesque impres- 
sion on us Germans.” 

The article concludes by giving reasons 
for believing that the collapse of Ger- 

any’s enemies is imminent. It says: 
“Great events are pending in the West. 
The gray specter of starvation stretches 
its claws over England. Chaos reigns in 
Russia. It is too late for the United 
States to change the coming decision.”’ 

Prof. Richard Fester of Halle Uni- 
versity, writing to the Dusseldorf Gen- 
eral Anszeiger, says: 

‘While President Wilson entangles the 
new world in the squabbles of the old, 
Gen. Carranza works for the idea that 
the American states should draw round 
their continent a line of demarcation 
against the world war. * * * When 
the dwarf scoffs at the giant it may be 
assumed that he has a feeling of secur- 
ity, which of all the Powers only Japan 
can at the present. time give him. * * ¢

VER PRESIDENT'S 
DECISION FOR WAR 


Tauride Palace Filled With 
Shouts and Hurrahs When 
News of It Is Received. 


Analogy Drawn Between Posi- 
tion Taken by New Democracy 
and That of U. S. 


PETROGRAD, April 5.—News of the 
impending intervention of the United 
States in the war was first received at 
Tauride Palace, where a council of 
soldiers and workingmen’s deputies was 
in session. ~The announcement evoked a 
storm of applause and soon the entire 
palace echoed with shouts and hurrahs 
Impromptu meetings were at once held 
in the foyer, where orators explained 
to the soldiers the enormous importance 
of President Wilson’s declaration. 

Dr. Paul Miliukofr, the Foreign Min- 
ister, when he received the news, said: 

“This was expected, but I do not know 
how correct the f!nformation is. The 
ideal side of the war is once more em- 
phasized by the intervention of Amer- 
ica. For me it becomes still clearer 
under these circumstances that without 
victory there can be no peace. There 
is no doubt that each new intervention 
hastens the denouement. 

Sees Early End of War. 

“If there are no further waverings 
and if the new attempts of the Ger- 
man Chancellor are taken at their prop- 
er value, and as they ought to be taken 
—that is to say, as provocative attempts 
—then we, in co-operation with all na- 
tions striving to realize ‘the highest 
ideals. of humanity, shall swiftly and 
surely approach a victorious econclu- 


sion.” 
Michael Rodzianko, president of the 


Duma, said: 

“T welcome the decision of the United 
States. America’s intervention on the 
side of the Powers at war with Germany 
is the best guarantee of an early vic- 
tory over the Germans.”’

OTTAWA, Ont., April 6.—President 
Wilson’s message is one of the most 
important contributions since Lincoln’s 
time to the literature of freedom and 
democracy,” Sid Wilfred Laurier, former 
Liberal Premier, declared in a state- 
ment here. “It is greatly inspiring to 
the free peoples of the world who are 
battling for the rights of civilization

“The entrance of the largest demoo- 
racy of the world into the arena com- | 
pletely extinguishes any fleeting hope | 
for victory that Germany may have 
foolishly held, and, if as I hope and be- 
lieve, it tends to shorten the conflict, 
it is a great humanitarian act. 

“To the Canadian people the event is 
one of very considerable importance. Ft 
means that the people of the North 
American Continent will fight shoulder 
to shoulder in a common cause and from 
that we may naturally expect closer 
friendship and sympathies with all the | 
benefits that will flow therefrom. 

“The President's action will carry all 
the more weight because it was not dic- 
tated by sudden impulse. It was the

» The Editor, Tribune: My emotions tell me 

e thing at this awful time, but my reason 

lis me other things. As a German by birth 

is a horrible calamity that I may have to 
fight Germans. That is natural, is’ it not so? 
But as an American by preference I can see 
no other course open. 

* We are urged by sincere pacifists like Mr. 
Pinchot to adopt “a vigorous policy of de- 
fense and protection, but no war.” But at- 
tack is sometimes the best protection. 

For 26 years Germany has shown dislike for 
the United States—the Samoan affair,. the 
Hongkong contretemps, the Manila Bay inci- 
dent, the unguarded words of the Kaiser him- 
self, and, lastly, the Haitian controyersy in 
1914. 

Whether it is right or not, pleasant or not, 
the fact remains that the interests of the two 
countries have frequently conflicted. And it 

has not been from mere commercial or diplo- 
matic friction. It is because their ideals of 
government are absolutely opposite. One or 

‘the other must go down. It is for ué to say 
now which it shall be. 

Because of my birth and feelings beyond 
my control I have no particular love for the 
French and less for the British But by a 
strange irony of fate I see those nations giv- 
ing thetr blood for principles which I hold 
ddar, against the wrong principles of people I 
individually love. 

It is a very unhappy paradox, but one I 
cannot escape. I do not want to see the allies 
triumph over the land of my birth. But I do 
very much want to see the triumph of the 
ideas they fight for. 

It sickens my soul to think of this nation 
going forth to help destroy people many of 
whom are bound to_me by ties of blood and 
friendship. But it must be so. It is like a 
dreadful surgical operation, The militaristic, 
undemocrtaic demon which rules Germany 
must be cast out. It is for us to do it—NOw. 

I try to tell myself it fs not our affair, that 
we should content ourselves with measures 
of defense and armed neutrality. But I know 
that it is not so. 

The mailed fist has been shaken under our 
nose tefore. If Prussianism triumphs itn this 
war the fist will continue to shake. We shall 
be in real peril and those ideas for which so 
much of the world’s best blood has been spilled 
through the centuries will be in danger of ex- 
tinction. It seems to me common sense that 
we begin our defense by immediate attack, 
when the demon is occupied and when we 
can command assistance. 

There is much talk of what. people like me 
will do, and fear of the hyphen. Mr. Wilson 
by his hesitancy and vacillation shows that he 
doubts the solidarity of the nation. 

But I think the nation is only groping for 
leadership. If the President would realise the 
value of positive action he could bring all the 
people into unity at once. A ringing declara- 
tion of war, with a calm statement that we 
enter the struggle to save and strengthen the 
institutions upon which our state is built 
would at once bring all the conflicting emo- 
tions of our people into patriotic unity. Then 
all foolish notions of copperheads and traitors 
would seem merely a bad dream. 

Let us make war upon Germany, not from 
revenge, nor to uphold hair-splitting quibbles 
of international law. But let us make war 
with our whole heart ‘and with all our strength 
because Germany worships one God and we 
another and because the lion and the lamb 
cannot lie down paseiner. One or the other 
must perish. 

Let us make war upon Germany of the 
Junkerthum, the Germany of frightfulness, the 
Germany of : and selfishness.

SOCIALISTS, BUT AMERICANS FIRST. 

One of the most pointed and effective of works 
embodying the Socialistic attitude of hostility to- 
ward war per se was written by Allen L. Benson, 
nominee of the Socialist party in 1916 for Presi- 
dent. At a Carnegie Hall meeting in New York, 
however, Mr. Benson denounced with vigor Win- 
ter “Russell’s suggestion of a “civic revolution” 
to oppose resistance to Germany’s inhuman ag- 
gressions. ‘Socialists are Americans first and 
Socialists second,” hé said. ““The nation will find 
them just as patriotic as Democrats and Republi- 
cans. We stand united by America.”’ 

This authoritative utterance is in gratifying 
contrast with disappointing statements made by 
the head of the local Socialist party during the 
late municipal campaign. His assertion, virtually 
to the effect that members of the party are So- 
cialists first and Americans second, remains to be 
dealt with by Socialists themselves. It had no 
general acceptance from others. 
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ADVANTAGE OF DRILLING. 

Many of us will enlist and many others will 
contribute whatever they can to the industrial 
forces back of the army and navy. But however 
numerous the recruits for any kind of service 
may be, there will be thousands more who must 
stay at home. Even they wiii.not remain entirely 
free from the excitement of preparation and 
many, of them will form private clubs for drill 
and instruction in military tactics. 

Several informal organizations of the kind al- 
ready exist in St. Louis and there will be mote. 
In-.other towns, notably Dallas, Tex., hundreds 
of business men have arranged for noonday drills 
with competent teachers. It is not hard to get 
drill sergeants for the army and the National 
Guard are eager to supply them. 

Aside from the matter of training men for ac- 
tual war, miiltary drills are worth any man’s 
while. Half an hour a day under a drillmaster 
will soon work wonders in one’s health and ap- 
pearance. It probably will increase one’s effi- 
ciency in his own business, make him keener, 
more alert, put more snap and go into him.

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‘‘PLANT AN AORE.’’ 

Pointing out the supreme importance in war of 
an adequate food supply, President Marsden G. 
Scott of the International Typographical Union 
says in a letter to the Post-Dispatch: 

Uncle Sam can enlist the men, and he can 
buy the ammunition and the guns. But 
Uncle Sam cannot manufacture potatoes or 
beans or onions or turnips. The home guard 
can. Organize the home guard in a “plant- 
an-acre” army\ 

This is a form of national] defense in which the 
millions ineligible for military service can co- 
operate. This is a home guard which everyone 
not on a sick bed can join, regardless of age or 
sex and with the fine conscjousness that they are 
defending their flag and country no less in the 
fields and truck gardens than in, the trenches or 
munitions factories. Not one in a hundred of the 
people of the United States wi]l have any fighting 
to do, but for the ninety and nine who stay at 
home there is the equal obligation of doing their 
duty to the nation as it presents itself; and one 
urgent aspect of that duty is to help feed the 
country. 
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GERMAN DREAM OF NEGRO ALLIBS. 

Reports that German agents have devoted sys- 
tematic effort to organizing negro insurrections 
throughout the South are confirmed by Federal 
investigators. Ignorant, idle, vicious negroes have 
been tempted with promises of a negro govern; 
ment and a return to the conditions of recon- 
struction days, with the black race in the superior 
and the white race in the inferior position. Co- 
operation with German movements against the 
United States is, of course, the stipulation on 
which these wonders shall be brought to pass. 

Even more in this hatr-brained conspifacy than 
‘in the plan to ally Mexico with the Kaiser against 
us is evidence to be found of German duplicity, 
German madness and German desperation. That 
dertaken while we were still at peace with Ger- 
Many and even while we were engaged with 
efforts in its interest, must not escape atten- 
tion. :

In comparison with this appeal of a manly man 
to a manly man’s Deity, how pitiful and shameful 
are the pusillanimous protests of the peace-at- 
any-pricers! 
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THE STATESMEN OF THE WAR. 

George Bernard Shaw, the great satirist, who 
has never held up to view the shortcomings of 
his own countrymen more remorselessly than 
since the opening of the. European conflict, says 
President Wilson is the single great statesman 
the war has produced. 

That the -statement reveals only an intent to 
disparage British statesmanship by assignment 
to a class of relative inferiority through com- 
parison is not to be assumed. The Boer War 
found a group in control at London described 


‘more or less accurately as belonging to the old 


school of British public men. However much 
men like Salisbury, Balfour, Chamberlain and 
others lacked the sympathies of Americans, they 
impressed the world with their intellect and 
strength of character. 

The great war found British destinies commit- 
ted to a Cabinet representative of heterogenous 
shades of liberal thought. Vacillation, blunder- 
ing: and confusion elsewhere brought Lloyd 
George his chance, but his status as England's in- 
dispensable man is yet to be tested. The concep- 
tion the world has gained from his utterances is 
far different from that gained from Mr. Wilson's. 

The constant succession of Cabinet changes in 
France shows that no one man has earned the 
public confidence in eminent degree. Just as no 
one pre-eminent, commanding figure has been 
brought into view on the military side among the 
allies, so no one similar figure has been brought 
into view on the civil side. Germany presents 
to our consideration only statesmen who have 
earned the moral condemnation of posterity. 

Mr. Shaw's estimate seems entitled to the pre- 
sumption of truth at this time. Nowhere else 
is there a man who has so caught the imagination 
of the world as Mr. Wilson and who has shown 
his grasp and vision. But the war is not over 
yet. *In the perspective will the extraordinary 
shadowing personage of the war be a Slav?

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IN OTHER CITIES. 


Detroit and other more Bastern traffic policemen 
handle autos and pedestrians at important down- 
town crossings by the use of a four-sided metal sign 
on an upright ‘containing the words **Stop’’ and 
‘‘Go’’ on the diagonal fronts. The opening and 
closing of traffic is regulated by the turning of the 
sign by a lever fastened to the upright. Traffic 
moves faster this way than when depending upon 
the raising and lowering of policemen’s arms. Also 
it is far less tiresome and nerve racking to the traffic 
cop.

“The point is that every girl should be 
made efficient, should learn to perform 
some job well. We don’t know what 
may happen to this country. In Europe, 
during the last two years, hundreds of 
giris who never did a stroke of work in 
their lives, have been compelled to take 
up the tasks laid down by men. A 
trained industrial reserve of young 
American women could perform most 
patriotic service for their country in 
time of war. 

“T don’t mean that all our girls should 
be sent into the factory. Each of them 
trained to do something 
which Interests her, in which she will 
take a certain pleasure. Fifty years ago 
the fleld for women’s employment was 
narrow, but today, it is broad indeec. 
Pioneer women have proved the capa- 
bility of their sex in many different 
trades and professions.

I- did not know then 
that there was strength to be found 
outside myself. When I was down and 
out, when my health was gone and my 
money was gone and I did not know 
where to turn, friends got me interested 
in New Thought, and I realized that in 
the great abundance all around us there 
is enough of everything for everybody. 
I lost all the fear I had of poverty and 
ill,health. I affirmed success, I affirmed 
health. I affirmed spiritual growth. 
And I attained these things, I believe 
everyone can reach his heart’s desire 
through twd things—premeditation and 
affirmation.” 


“Suppose our heart’s desire is not 
good for us?’ I suggested to Mrs.

He and Spargo Present; Debs 
and Benson Coming; Object of 
Call Was to Voice War Protest. 


Members of the National Executive 
Committee of the Socialist party, meet- 


‘ting in St. Louis today to complete plans 


and formulate rules. for. the . Socialist 
national convention, which will meet at 
the Planters Hotel, Saturday, for a 


week's session, anticipate a vigorous de- 
bate and wide divergence of opinion 
on the subject of the United States en- 
tering the war. 

Five of the six members of the Exec- 
utive Committee are in St. Louis today: 
Adolph Germer, secretary of the Na- 
tional Committee; Victor L. Berger of 
Milwaukee, former member of Congress; 
John M. Work of Chicago, John Spargo 
of New York 3nd Miss Anna A. Maley 
of Minneapolis. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked Ber- 
ger, who is a native of Germany, and 
Spargo, who is a native of England, 
what the attitude of the party would be 
toward the war. Both declared that the 
Socialist party was against war. 
Berger's Attitude Towards War. 
“My personal attitude,”’ Berger said, 
“is against war unless the country is 
actually invaded. Some of my comrades 
even go further and oppose war anne. 
ahy circumstances.”’ 

“And,’”’ added Spargo, ‘‘some go fur: 
ther the other way than you do.” 
‘You may say,’’ Berger said, ‘that 
the Socialists have no intention of sup- 
porting any other country than the 
United States in the event of war. Anl 
We are not going to start any revelu- 
tion against war.’’

"Town Votes for Commission 
Rule in Hope of Paying Off 
Old Debt of $8000. 


Determination by citizens of Maple- 
wood to release their community from a 
debt of $8000, which has existed since 


money to meet the current expenses, led 
f® the adoption of a commission form 
of government at Tuesday's election. It 
is hoped that the three commissioners 
who are to run the town will establish 
a business administration and put into 
effect economies through which the debt 
may be met. 

The experiment is the first of its kind 
in the environs of St. Louis, although 
commission rule is in effect at Kirks- 
ville, Monette and West Plains, Mo., un- 
der what is known as the Des Moines 
plan, and which was authorized by an 
act of the state legislature in 1913. The 
law has been held to be constitutional 
by the Supreme Court of Misseuri. 

The Maplewood Commission will begin 
ites duties next Monday. It consists of 
a Mayor and two Councilmen. The 
Mayor, who is chairman of the commis- 
sion, is Milton G. Fink, a laundryman. 
The other two members are George A. 
McGregor, a baker, and Charles Stewart, 
who is connected with the Pickel Stone 
Co. They were elected by the vote of 
the people. 

Three Men Replace 15. 

The three men replace 15 elective offi- 
cers. Formerly the city government of 
Maplewood was conducted by a Mayor, 
eight Councilmen, an attorney, a collec- 
tor, a treasurer, a Police Judge, an as- 
sessor and a marshall, all chosen by 
vote. There also were eight appointive 
those of city clerk, chief of 
the fire department, assistant marshal, 
street commissioner, engineer, assistant 
engineer and building and health com- 
missioners. 

The commissioners will assume all the 
functions of government, exercising the 
duties that formerly were performed by 


} Myself and the two Councilmen 


three distinct branches, namely, the ex- 
ecutive, judicial and legislative. Under 
the law the commission has power to 
make all the appointments and conduct 
business as it sees fit. 

If the commission should fail to do its 
cuty to the satisfaction of the people it 
will be subject to thé initiative, refer- 
endum and recall provisious of the State 
statute. 

Maplewood will operate under what is 
known as the alternative form of gov- 
ernment, for cities of the thirc€ class. 
If the experiment shall not have proved 
satisfactory to the people at the end of 
six years—a period of three administra- 
tions—the voters may change back to 
their original form of government by 
1eferendum. 

Mayor Fink, who was busy at his 
laundry today when 
reporter called on him, has served two 
terms as Mayor. He believes the new 
form of government will :nake his third 
term his best, and he hopes the $8000 
current expense debt will be weli on its 
way to liquidation by the time he is 
ready to leave the office two years 
kence. During the four vears he has 
served he has been able to pay but $1000 
of the debt, because of high expense 
caused by the overlapping of duties of 
various city employes. 

He also found, he says, that the city 
was handicapped under the @id system 
beceuse of bickerings between persons 
politically inclined. 


*“‘We believe,’’ Mayor Fink said, ‘‘econ- 
omies can be brought about by combin- 
ing the duties of some of the offices. 
will 
serve the city without pay. I formerly 
got $120 a year as Mayor. By the elim- 
ination of eight Councilmen'’s pay the 
city saves $480 a year. Add my former 
Salary to that and the city saves $600— 
quite a bit right there. We shall save 
more, however, in other ways and we 
shall get down to busines as quickly as 
possible after meeting next Monday. 

“The plan of operation, as I see it, will 
be simply a plain business one. My idea 
is to run the city just like I run this 
laundry. For instance, I discount al) 
my bills. If it is but 1 per cent for 
cash, I get it. At the end of the year 
it amounts to something. 

“Under the cld system the city got 
what it wanted, even though it did not 
have the money to pay. I would not 
get things untii we should be able to 
see how to pay for them, then get 
them from the lowest bidder, thereby 
getting the benefit of the best price. In 
other words, my idea of operating a city 
is to get 100 cents worth for a dollar. 
That means not only in purchases, but 
also that anyone working for the city 
shall give full t'me and a dollar's worth 
of work for every dollar he gets.’ 


How Commission Will Work. 
Under the commission form the Mayor 


presides at the meetings of the com- 
mission, which is known as the Council. 
A duty of the Mayor is to supervise 
all departments of the city government 
and report to the Council for its action 
all matters requiring attention. The law 
also provides for a superintendent of 
the department of accounts, who is one 
of the Commissioners, and who acts as 
Vice President of the Council. In the

All public work is authorized by 
ordinances drawn by the commission 
and passed by a’majority vote of the 
three. No ordinance or resolution ap- 
propriating money for public work on 
streets, sewers or otherwise can be 
passed until it shall have been on file 
with the city clerk in its completed 
form for at least one week. No fran- 
chise or right to occupy or use the 
streets, highways, bridges or public 
places in any city operating under 
the law can be renewed or extended 
except by ordinances, and every fran- 
chise or grant for public service cor- 
porations with the cities operating 
under a commission must be author-

A decoy telegram, sent to Chicago by 
city detectives, resulted in the arrest 
there last night, at the La Salle Street 
Station, of Louis Dugan, 26 years old,

The ex- 
press company began tracfng the pack- 
age, and about the middle of February it 
was found that the package disappeared 
from the St. Louis office. As Dugan 
had quit work and could not be found, 
the company asked city detectives to 
find him and question him about the 
package. 

Woman Detective Used. 

Detectives questionea DUugan’s rela- 
tives as to his whereabouts. A woman 
detective, sent to the Dugan home on 
North Fourteenth street on the pretext 
of being a canvasser, reported that Mrs. 
Dugan was wearing unusually expensive 
apparel for the wife of a $60-a-month 
clerk, 

Later detectives called at the house 
and found articles valued at about $1000, 
which Mrs. Dugan said her husband had 
given her from time to time, with the 
explanation that he had obtained them 
at bargains. There were silk gowns 
and kimonas, stockings valued at $3 to 
$5 a pair, jewelry and expensive toilet 
sets, the police said. 

Mrs. Dugan insisted she had been 
deceived by her husband, and told the 
detectives that he was stopping at 
163 Lewis street, Blue Island, IIL. 
near Chicago. 

Yesterday the detectives sent a tel- 
egram to Dugan, at that address, It 
was signed “Edna Dugan,” the name 
of his wife, and simply asked that he 
meet her at the LaSalle Street Sta- 
tion, in Chicago, at a designated hour, 


Being Brought Home. 
Dugan was at the depot to keep the 


appointment. Chicago detectives placed 
him under arrest, and today he is being 
brought back to St. Louis. 

Express company officials told the 
police that they had not missed from 
their records packages containing the 
articles found in Dugan’s home. An 
investigation to find if such packages 
are missing is under way. 

Detectives decided to question the hus- 
bands of Dugan's two sisters. They 
are William Niemeyer, 36 years old, of 
4301 North Broadway, and Louis Moer- 
lin, 27, of 1015 Bissell avenue, Venice, Il. 
For years they have been employed at 
the Edward Westen Tea & Coffee Co., 
Tenth street and Clark avenue. 

Coffee in Chest Protectors.

Upon searching them, according to the 
police, they found the men were wear- 
ing rubber chest protectors such as base- 
ball catchers use, and that these were 
filled with coffee.

WILL REFUSE TO GIVE UP POST| 


Is Silent on Plans, but It Is Under- 
stood He Contends It Is a 
State Office. 

It became known at the City Hall to- 
day that Assessor Frank W. Schramm 
has under consideration a refusal to 
surrender his office April 15 to the man 
to be appointed Assessor by Mayor Kiel. 
under the provisions of the new City 


| Charter, and to insist that he has a 


right to hold it because no Assessor was 
elected at the State election in Novem- 


| ber. 


Schramm, when questioned by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, refused to discuss 
the matter, saying: 

“T am not going to say anything about 
it and there is no use of you asking 
questions.”’ 

Schramm, it is understood,. will base 
his refusal to give up the office on the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case brought by Sidney 8S. May, ap- 
pointed by former Gov. Major to the 
office of Collector, against Collector 
Koeln. The Court held the office was 
a State office, and that Koeln, having 
been elected at the November election, 
was entitled to it. 

The Assessor assesses property for 
State taxes as well as city taxes, and 
one-half the expenses of the office are 
paid by the State. Schramm’s conten- 
tion is said to be that if the Collector's 
office is a State office, the Assessor’s 
is also. 

Schramm, a Democrat, was elected 
four years ago for a term ending April 
15. When the new charter was adopted 
it sought to make the position of As- 
sessor appointive by the Mayor. If 
Schramm’s position should be upheld 
and the office declared a State offic;, 
Gov. Gardner would have power to fili 
it by appointment until the next elec- 
tion.
